Dearly Beloved Bre^ren : 

We think it expedient to 
give you a brief account of the 
rise of Methodism both in Europe 
and America. "In 1729, two 
young men, in England, reading 
the Bible, saw they could not be 
saved without holiness: followed 
after it, and incited others so to 
do. In 1737, they saw, likewise, 
that men are justified before they 
are sanctified: but still holiness 
was their object. God then thrust 
them out to raise a holy people." * 
In the year 1766, Philip Em- 
bury, a local preacher o^ ova 
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society, from Ireland, began to 
preach in the city of New York, 
and formed a society of his own 
countrymen and the citizens; and 
the same year, Thomas Webb 
preached in a hired room near the 
barrackfi. About the same time, 
. Kobert Strawbridge, a local prea- 
' cher from Ireland, settled in Fred- 
erick county, in the state of 
Maryland, and preaching there, 
formed some societies. The first 
Methodist church was built in New 
Yorkin 1768 orl769; and in 1769 
Eichard Boardman and Joseph Pil- 
moor came to New York, who were 
the first regular Methodist prear 
chers on the continent In the 
latter end of the year 1771, Francis 
Asbury and Richard Wright^ of 
the same order came o\ex« 
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We believe that God's design 
in msing up the preachers called 
Methodists in America^ was to 
reform the continent, and spread 
Scriptural holiness over these 
lands. As a proof hereof, we 
have seen, since that time, a great 
and glorious work of God through-* 
out the United States. 

We esteem it our duty and 
privilege most earnestly to recom- 
mend to youy as members of om 
Church, our form of discipline, 
which has been founded on the 
experience of a long series of 
years ; as also on the observations 
and rem.'u:ks we have made on an- 
cient and modern Churches.

CHAPTER I 

SECTION L 

Of the Origin of the Methodist Episcopal 
Churchf and of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, 

Thjb preachers and members of oui 
society in general, being convinced that 
there was a great deficiency of yital re- 
ligion in the Church of England in 
America, and being in many places des- 
titute of the Christian sacraments, as 
several of the clergy had forsaken their 
churches, requested the late Eey. John 
Wesley to take such measures, in his 
wisdom and prudence, as would. WS.oi^ 
item suitable relief in their d\B\x««A 
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In consequence of this, our venerable 
friend, who, under God, had been the 
father of the great revival of religion 
now extending over the earth, by the 
means of the Methodists, determined to 
ordain ministers for America; aiid for 
this purpose, in the year 1784, sent over 
three regularly ordained clergy; but 
preferring the episcopal mode of Church 
government to any other, he solemnly 
set apart, by the imposition of his hands 
and prayer, one of them, viz., Thomas 
Coke, Doctor of Civil Law, late of Jesus 
College, in the University of Oxford, 
and a presbyter of the Church of Eng- 
land, for the Episcopal office; and having 
delivered to him letters of episcopal or- 
ders, commissioned and directed him to 
set apart Frandi Asbury, then general 
assistant of the Methodist Society in 
America, for the same episcopal office : 
he, the said Francis Ashury, being first 
ordained deacon and elder. In conse- 
guence of which, the said jFVonaff 
^s3ury was solemnly set apaxl lot V2b% 
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said episcopal office by prayer, and the 
imposition of ihe hands of the said Tho- 
mas Coke, other regularly ordained min- 
isters assisting in the sacred ceremony. 
At which time the General Conference, 
lield at Baltimore, did unanimously re- 
ceive the said Thomas Coke and Francis 
Ashury as their bishops, being fully 
satisfied of the validity of their episcopal 
ordination.

Of ihe Organization of ihe Methodist Epis' 
copal Church, South. 

Ik the judgment of 6he delegates of 
the Several annual conferences in th« 
slave-holding states, the continued agi- 
tation of the subject of slavery and 
- Abolition in a portion of the Church, the 
^froquent action on that subject in the 
General Conference, and especially the 
proceedings of the General Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal C\v\rcc^\ ^1 
IS44, in the ease of tbe Kev. 3«nxft%0 
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Andrew, D. D., one of the bishops, who 
had become connected with slavery by 
marriage, produced a state of things in 
the south, which rendered a continuance 
af the jurisdiction of that General Con 
Terence over the conferences aforesaid 
inconsistent with tiie success of the 
ministry in their proper calling. This 
eonviction they declared in solemn form 
to the General Conference, accompanied 
with a protest against the action referred 
to, assured that public opinion in the 
slayeholding States would demand, and 
that a due regard to the vital interests 
of Christ's kingdom would justify, a 
separate and independent organization. 
The developments of a few months 
vindicated their anticipations. The 
Church in the south and south-west, 
m her primary assemblies, her quar- 
terly and annual conferences, with a 
unanimity unparalleled in ecclesiastical 
history, approved the course of their 
delegates, and declared her conviction 
duUu separate jurisdiction waaikAooMtx^ 
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to her existence and prosperity. The 
General Conference of 1844» having 
adopted a ''Plan of Separation/' pro- 
vided for the erection of the annual 
conferences in the slaveholding States 
into a separate ecclesiastical connection, 
under the jurisdiction of a Southern 
General Conference, the delegates of 
the aforementioned conferences, in a 
published address, recommended that a 
conyention of delegates from the said 
conferences, duly instructed as to the 
wishes of the ministry and laity, should 
assemble at LouisviUe, Ey., on the firs^ 
day of May, 1845. 

The conyention met, delegates having 
been formally appointed in pursuance 
of this recommendation ; and after » 
full and minute representation of all thf 
facts in the premises, acting under th# 
proyisional ** Plan of Separation," de- 
clared, by solemn resolution, the juris- 
diction hitherto exercised by tl.e General 
Conference of the ^fothodlsl F^^\9»(io^^ 
Church over th*i C()nfVivt\(.H's \\ -VW^fiN^- 
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holding States entirely dissolved, and 
erected the said annual conferences into 
a separate ecclesiastical connection, 
under the style and title of The Metho- 
dist JSpiacopal Churchy South ; the first 
General Conference of which was held 
in the town of Petersburg, Va., on the 
first day of May, 1846. 



SECTION m. 

ARTICLES OF BSLIOION. 

I. Of Faith in the Holy Trinity, 

There is but'^one living and true God, 
everlasting, without body or parts, of 
infinite power, wisdom, and goodness ; 
the maker and preserver of all things, 
visible and invisible. And in unity of 
this Godhead, there are three persons 
of one substance, power, and eternity — 
the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost. 

II. Of the Word, or Son of God, who 
was made very Man, 

rhe Son, who is the Word of tht 
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Father, the yery and eternal God, ol 
one substance with the Father, took 
man's nature in the womb of the blessed 
virgin ; so that two whole and perfect 
natures — that is to say, the Godhead 
and manhood — were joined together in 
one person, never to be divided, whereof 
is one Christ, very God and very man, 
who truly suffered, was crucified, dead 
and buried, to reconcile his Father to 
us, and to be a sacrifice, not only for 
ori^nal guilt, but also for actual sins of 
men. 

III. Of ike Hesurrection of Christ. 

Christ did truly rise again from the 
dead, and took again his body, with all 
things appertaining to the perfection of 
man's nature, wherewith he ascended 
into heaven, and there sitteth until he 
return to judge all men at the last day. 

IV. 0/ the Holy Ghost. 
The Holy Ghost, proceeding fiom Wi^ 
Fstberand the Son, is of one sriib^XaiXie.^^ 
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majesty, laiid glory, with the Father and 
the Son, yery and eternal God. 

V. Ths Sufficiency of the Hcly Sorip^ 
tures for Salvation, 

The Holy Scriptures contain all things 
necessary to salvation ; so that whatso- 
ever is not read therein, nor may be 
proved thereby, is not to be required of 
any man, that it should be believed as 
an article of £aith, or be thought requi- 
site or necessary to salvation. In the 
name of the Holy Scripture, we do un- 
derstand those canonical books of the 
Old and New Testament, of whose 
authority was never any doubt in the 
Church.

All the books of the New Testament, as 
they are commonly received, we do re- 
ceive and account canonical. 

VI. Of the Old Testament. 
The Old Testament is not coutniT^ V^ 
th0 New; for both in the 0\d Kudi^^fi 
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Testament overlaBting life is offered to 
mankind by Christ, who is the only 
Mediator between God and man, beinjj 
both God and man. Wherefore they ^re 
not to be beard who feign that the old 
fathers did look only for transitory pron 
ises. Although the kw^ven from Gi; . 
by Moses, as touching ceremonies aun 
rites, doth not bind Christians, nor ought 
the civil precepts thereof of necessity ba 
received in any Commonwealth ; yet, 
notwithstanding, no Christian whatso- 
ever is free from ihe obedience of Iho 
commandments whioh are called moral. 

VII. 0/ Oriff'awl or Birlk Sin. 

Original sin standeth not in the fol' 
lowing of Adam (as the Pelagians do 
ninly talk), but it is the corruption of 
the nature of every man, that naturally 
is engendered of the oflspring of Adam, 
whereby man is very far gone from 
original rigbteousaesB. and of bts own 
nature inclined to evil, and that oon- 
Unuallr. 
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VIII. Of Free Will. 

The ooaditioii of man after the fall of 
Adam is each/ that he cannot turn and 
prepare himself, by his own natural 
strength and works, to &ith, and calling 
upon God ; wherefore we have no power 
to do good works, pleasant and accept- 
able to God, without the grace of God 
by Clirist preventing us, that we may 
have a good will, and working with us, 
when we have that good will. 

IX. Of the Justification of Man. 

We arc accounted riofliteous before 
(fod, only for the morit of our Lord and 
Siviour Jesus Christ by faith, and not 
for our own works or deservings : — 
Wherefore, that we are justified by faith 
•»nly, is a most wholesome doctrine, and 
vr-rv full of cum fort. 

m 

X. Of Good Work.s. 

AUhouijh jrood works, which are the 
fruils of faith, and follow aftor ^\\?»V.\^« 
i-iti n. tvtnnot put away out «"\n5^, wcv(S 
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endure the severity of God's judgments; 
yet are they pleasing and acceptable to 
God in Clirist, and spring out of a true 
and lively fieuth, insomuch that by them 
a lively fiEiith may be as evidently known 
as a tree is discerned by its fruit. 

XI. 0/ Works of Supererogation. 

Voluntary works, besides over and 
above God's commandments, which are 
called works of supererogation, cannot 
be taught without arrogajic^ and impiety. 
For by them men do declare that they 
do not only render unto God as much 
as they are bound to do, but that they 
do more for his sake than of bounden 
duty is required : whereas Christ saith 
plainly. When ye have done all that is 
commanded you, say, We are unproG- 
table servants. 

XII. 0/ Sin after Justificaiion, 

Not every sin willingly committed 

after juRtification is the sin against the 

//u/f (rhost, trnd unpardonable. Where- 
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Ibre, the grant of repentance is not to ba 
denied to such as fall into sin after justifi- 
cation : after we have received the Holy 
Ghost, we may depart from grace given, 
end fidl into sin, and, by the grace of God, 
rise again and amend onr lives. And 
therefore they are to be condemned who 
say they can no more sin as long as they 
live here ; or deny the place of forgive- 
ness to snch as truly repent. 

XIII; 0/tke Church. 

The visible Church of Christ is a con- 
gregation of faithful men, in which the 
pure word of God is preached, and the 
sacraments duly administered according 
to Christ's ordinance in all those things 
that of necessity are requisite to the same, 

XIV. 0/ Purgatory. 
The Romish doctrine coucerning pur- 
gatory, pardon, worshiping, and adora- 
tion, as well of images as of relics, and 
also invocation of siiintn, is a fond things 
^miuly inveu'.t'd, and jL^rouuvV^id \iy^JU \\v> 
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warrant of Scripture, but repugnant to 
the word of God. 

XV. Of speaking in the congregation tn 
such a tongue as the people understand. 

It is a thing plainly repugnant to the 
word of God, and the custom of the 
primitive Church, to have public prayer 
in the Church, or to minister the sacra- 
ments, in a tongue not understood by 
the people. 

XVI. Of the Sacraments, 

Sacraments, ordained of Christ, are 
not only badges or tokens of Christian 
men's profession; but rather 'they are 
certain signs of grace, and God's good 
will toward us, by the which he doth 
work invisibly in us, and doth not only 
quicken, but also strengthen and con- 
iirm our faith in him. 

There are two sacraments ordained 
of Christ our Lord in the Gcspel ; thai 
is to say — Baptism, and the Supper of 
Uie Lord. 
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ThoB6 five commonly called sacra« 
ments; that is to say — Confirmation, 
Penance, Orders, Matrimony, and Ex- 
treme Unction, are not to be counted for 
sacraments of the Gk>spel, being such as 
have partly grown out of the corrupt 
ibllowing of the apostles, and partly are 
states of life allowed in the Soriptures, 
bat yet have not tha like nature of Bap- 
tism and the Lord's Supper, because 
they have not any visible sign, or cere- 
mony ordained of God. 

The sacraments were not ordained of 
Christ to be gazed upon, or to be car- 
ried about; but that we should duly 
use them! And in such only as wor- 
thily receive the same, they have a 
wholesome effect or operation ; but they 
that receive them unworthily, purchase 
to themselves condemnation, as St. Paul 
Mith, 1 Cor. xi, 29. 

XVII. 0/ Baptism. 
Baptism b not only a sign of ptofe&* 
sion. Mod mark o( (Uffereuc^, ^Yl^i^I 
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ChrislJaiiB are distinguished from olbera 
that ure not baptized ; but it is also a 
sign of regeneration, or tiie new birth. 
The baptism of young children is to be 
retaioed in the Church. 

XVIII. Of Iha Lord's Supper. 
The Sapper of the Lord is not only 
a sign of the love that Christians ought 
to have among themselves one to 
another, but rather is a sacrament of 
our redemption by Christ's death : inso- 
much that, to such as rightly, worthily, 
and with faith receive the same, the bread 
which we break is a partaking of the body 
of Christ ; and likewise the cup of bless- 
ing is a partaking of the blood of Christ. 
T ran substantiation, or the change of 
the substance of bread and wine in the 
Supper of our Lsrd, cannot be proved by 
Holy Writ, hut is repugnant lo the plain 
words of Scripture, ovcrthrowelh the 
nature of a sacrament, and hath given 
oooaaion to many auperstitions. 
Tbe body of Ofarifit is ^ven,i*)LBik, 
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and esten in the Sapper, only after a 
heavenlj and spiritual manner. And 
the means whereby the body of Christ 
is leoeiTed and eaten in the Sapper, is 
fidth. 

The sacrament of the Lord's Sapper, 
was not by Christ's ordinance reserved, 
carried abont^ lifted np, or worshiped. 

XIX, Of both JRnds. 

The cup of the Lord is not to be denied 
to the lay people ; for both the parts of 
the Lord's Sapper, by Christ's ordinance 
and commandment, ought to be adminis- 
tered to all Christians alike. 

XK. 0/ ths one OUatUm of Chriit, 
Jlmshsd upon the Cross, > 

The o£foring of Christ once made, is 
that perfect redemption, propitiation^ 
and satisfection for all the sins of the 
whole world, both original and actual ; 
and there is none other satisfaction for 
iin bat that alone. Wherefore th% 
Mcrifice of mMBBes, in the wliiciVi Vl Sa 

I 
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commonly said, that the priest doth offer 
Chridt for the quick and the dead, to 
have renoission of pain or guilt, is a 
blasphemous fable, and dangerous deceit 

XXI. Of the Marriage of Ministers. 

The ministers of Christ are not com- 
manded by God's law either to vow the 
estate of single life, or to abstain from 
marriage ; therefore it is lawful for them, 
as for all other Christians, to marry at 
their own discretion, as they shall judge 
the same.to serve best to godliness. 

XXII. 0/ the Mites arui Ceremonies of 

Churches, 

It is not necessary that ritesiind cere- 
monies should in all places be the same, 
or exactly alike ; for they have been 
always different, and may be changed 
according to the diversity of countries, 
times, and men's manners, so that noth- 
ing be ordained against God's word. 
Whosoever, through his private jadg- 
laent, wiUinglj and purposely doth 
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openly break the rites and ceremonies 
of the Church to which he belongs, 
which are not repugnant to the word of 
€k>d, and* are ordained and approved by 
common authority, ought to be rebuked 
openly, that others may fear to do the like, 
as one that offendeth aofainst the common 
order of the Church, and woundeth the 
consciences of weak brethren. 

Every particular Church may ordain, 
change, or abolish rites and ceremonies, 
60 that all things may be ^ne to edifica- 
tion. 

XXIII. Of the Rulers of (he United 
States of America, 

The president, the congress, tne gen- 
eral assemblies, the governors, and the 
councils of state, cu the delegates of the 
people, are the rulers of the United 
States of America, according to the 
division of power made to theni by the 
constitution of the United States, and 
by the constitution of theit T^^"^^c>se^^ 
etMieg, And the said ataW^ m^ «^ «o^«t<- 
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eign and independent nation, and ought 
not 10 be subject to any foreign juris- 
diction.* 

XXIV. Of Christian Men's Goods. 

The riches and goods of ,. Christians 
are not common, as touching the right, 
tide, and possession of the same, as 
some do falsely boast. Notwithstanding, 
every man ought, of such things as he 
possesseth, liberally to give alms to the 
poor according to his ability. 

XXV. 0/a Christian Man* s Oath, 

As we confess that vain and rash 
"Swearing is forbidden Christian men by 
our Lord Jesus Christ and James his 
apostle ; so we judge that the Christian 
religion doth not prohibit, but that a

SECTION IV. 

The Nature, Deeign, and General Rules 
(f our United Soeietiee. 

(1) In the ktter cud of the year 
1739, eight or ten persons came to Mr. 
Wesley in London, who appeared to bo 
deeply convinced of sin,*'^and earnestly 
groaning for redemption. They desired 
(as did two or three more the next day) 
that he would spend some time with 
them in prayer, and advise them how 
to flee from the wrath to come ; which 
they saw continually hanging over their 
heads. That he might have more time 
for this great work, he appointed a day 
when they might all come together; 
which from thenceforward they did 
every week, namely, on Thureday^ in 
the ereniDg. To these, ati4 «& tiask) 
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more as desired to join with them, (foi 
their number increased daily, ) he gave 
those advices from time to time which ha 
judged most needful for them ; and they 
always concluded their meeting with 
prayer suited to their several necessities. 

(2) This was the rise of the United 
SociETr, first in Europe, and then in 
America, Such a society is no other 
than ** a company of men having the 
form and seeking the power of godliness^ 
united in order to-pray together, to receive 
ike toord of exhortation, a'mito watch over 
one another in love, that they may help 
each other to work out their salvation** 

(3) That it may the more easily b« 
discerned whether they are indeed work- 
ing out their own salvation, each society 
is divided into smaller companies, called 
classeai-* according to their respective 
places of abode. There are about twelve 
persons^ in a class; one of whom is 
styled the leader. It is his duty, 

I. To see each person in his class 
once M W0ek at ieast ; in order. 
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1. To inquire how their souls prosper. 

2. To advise, reprove, comfort or 
exhort, as occasion may require. 

3. To receive what they are willing to 
<^ive toward the relief of the preachers. 
Church and poor.* 

II. To meet the ministers and the 
stewards of the society once a week ; in 
order, 

1. To inform the minister of any that 
are sick, or of any that walk disorderly, 
and will not be reproved. 

2. To pay ^e stewards what they 
have received of their several classes in 
the week preceding. 

(4) There ]%pnly one condition pre- 
viously requires of those who desire 
admission into these societies, a '* desire 
Uj flee from the wrath to come, and to 
be saved from their sins." But wher- 
ever this is really fixed in the soul, it 
will be shown by its fruits. It is there- 
f<»re expected of all who continue

First, By doing no harm, by avoiding 
evil of every kind, especially that which 
is most generally practised : such as. 

The taking of the name of God in vmin. 

The profaning the day of the Lord, 
either by doing ordinary work therein, 
or by buying or selling. 

Drunkenness ; or drinking spirituoxu 
liquors, unless in cases of necessity. 

The luyvn^ and, selling of men, woment 
and children, with an intention to enslavt 
them. 

Fighting, quarreling, brawling, bro- 
ther going to law with brother: returning 
evil for evil* ; or railing for railing : the 
tising many words in buying or selling. 

The buying or selling goods that kowe 
not paid the duty. 

Tlie giving or taking things on usury, 
i. e., unlawful interest. 

Uneharitabie or unprofitable conver- 
sation : particularly speaking evil of 
magistrates or of ministers. 
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Doing to others as we would not thej 
should do unto us. 

Doing what we know is not for the 
glory of God : as 

The pxUting on of gold and cosily 
mppord : 

The taking stick diversions as cannot 
be used in the' name of the Lord Jesus: 

The singing those songs, or reading 
those books, which do not tend to the 
knowledge or love of God : 

Softness and needless self-indulgence; 

Laying up treasure upon earth : 

Borrowing without a probability of 
paying ; or taking up goods without a 
probability of paying for them. 

(5) It is expected of all who continue 
in these societies, that they should con- 
tinue to evidence their desire of salvation, 

Secondly, By doing good, by being 
in every kind merciful after their power, 
as they have opportunity, doing good of 
every possible sort, and, as &r as possi- 
ble, to all men : 

To their bodies, of the ab\\iVj ^\^)i^ 
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God gi>eth, by giving food to the hun 
gry, by clothing the naked, byivisiting 
or helping them that are sick, or Id 
prison : 

To their souls, by instructing, re- 
proving, or exhorting all we have any 
intercourse with ; trampling under foot 
that enthusiastic doctrine, that '' we are 
not to do good unless imr hearts be free 
to it.'' 

By doing good, especially to the^ that 
are of the household of faith, or groaning 
so to be ; employing them preferably to 
others, buying one of another, helping 
each other in business ; and so much 
the more because tlio world will love its 
own, and them only. 

By all possible diligence And frtiffolity, 
that the Gospel be not blamed. 

By running with patience the race 
which is set before them, denying them- 
eelvee, and taking up their cross daily ; 
submitting to bear the reproach of 
Christ, to be as the filth and ofifscourmg 
of the world ; tad lodkmg ^ka^ td«h 
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should say all manner of evil of them 
falsely for the LonTs sake, 

(6) It is expected of all who desire 
to continue in these societies, that they 
should continue to eyidence their desire 
of salvation. 

Thirdly, By . attending upon all the 
ordinances of God : such are, 

The public worship of God : 

The ministry of the word, either read 
or expounded : 

Tlie Supper of the Lord : 

Family and private prayer: 

Searching the Scriptures, and 

Fafldng or abstinence. 

(7) These are the general rules of 
our societies ; all which we are taught 
of God to observe, even in his written 
word, which is the only rule, and the 
sufficient rule both of our faith and 
practice.

The General Conference 
shall be composed of one member for 
ererj fourteen members of each annual 
conference, to be appointed either by 
seniority or choice, at the discretion of 
such annual conference : yet so that such 
representatives shall have traveled at 
least four calendar years from the time 
that they were received on trial by an 
annual conference, and are in full con- 
nection at the time of holding the con- 
ference.

Ourg, Virginia, and tbencefonrard in 
the month of April or May, ouce in four 
years perpelually, in such place or 
places as shall be fixed on by the General 
Conference from time to time : but tha 
general superintendents, with or by the 
advice of all the nnnual confeTSDoes, or 
if there be no general superintendent, all 
the annual coaferences respeelively, Bhall 
have power to call a General Conferenoe, 
if they judge it necessary, at any time. 

3. Atall times wlien the General Con- 
ference is met, it shall take two-thirds 
of the representatives of the ssnnal con- 
ferenoea to make a quorum for transact- 
ing business.

S. They shall not allow of more than 
one representative for every fourteen 
members of the annual conference, 
nor allow of a less number than one for 
every thirty : provided, nevertheless, 
that when there shall be in any annual 
conference a fraction of two-thirds the 
number which shall be fixed for the 
ratio of representation, such annual 
conference shall be entitled to an addi- 
tional delegate for such fraction ; and 
provided, also, that no conference shall 
be denied the privilege of two delegates.

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Conference, so soon as three-fourths of 
the members of all the annual confer- 
ences shall have concurred as afore- 
said, such alteration or alterations shall 
take effect Provided, that when any 
rale or regulation is adopted by the 
Gteneral Conference which, in theopin- 
ign of the bishops is unconstitutional, 
the bishops may present to the General 
Conference theirobjectionsto such rule 
or regulation, with the reasons there- 
of, and if, after hearing the objections 
and reasons of the bishops, two-thirds 
of the members of the Conference 
present shall vote in fiftvor of the rule 
or regulation so objected to, it shall 
hftTe the force of law, otherwise it 
ahall be null and void.

Personal religion, either 
toward Qod or man, is too superficial 
among us. We can but just touch on 
n few particulars. How little faith is 
there among us ! How little communion 
with God, how little living in heaven, 
walking in eternity, deadness to every 
creature ! How much love of the world ! 
Desire of pleasure, of ease, of getting 
money 1 How little brotherly love 1 
• What continual judging one another! 
What gossiping, evil speaking, tale 
bearing 1 What want of moral hon- 
esty ! To instance only one particular : 
who does as he would be done by in 
buying and selling? 

2. Family religion is wanting in 
many branches. And what avails pub- 
lic preaching alone, though we could 
preach hke MDgeU? We mxial^ "j^s 
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jvery traveling preacher must instruct 
the people from house to house. Till 
this be done, and that in good earnest, 
the Methodists will be no better. 

Our religion is not sufficiently deep, 
universal, uniform ; but superficial, pftr- 
tial, uneven. It will be so till we spend 
half as much time in this visiting, as we 
do in talking uselessly. Can we find a 
better method of doing this than Mr. 
Baxter's ? If not, let us adopt it with- 
out delay. His whole tract, entitled, 
6Hlda» Salvianus, is well ^orth a care- 
ful perusal. Speaking of this visiting 
from house to house, he says, (p. 361,) 
" We shall find many hinde ranees, both 
in ourselves and the people." 

1. In ourselves there is much dull- 
ness and laziness, so that there will be 
much ado to get us to be faithful in the 
work. 

2. We have a base, man-pleasing tem- 
per, so that we let them perish rather than 
lose their love : we let them go quietly to 

JieU, lest we should of[end xYxsoi. 
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3. Some of us have a fooiish bash- 
fnlness. We know not how to begin, 
and blush to contradict the devil. 

4. But the greater hinderance is 
weakness of fi&ith. Our whole motion 
is weak, because the spring of it is weak. 

5. Lastly, we are unskillful in the 
work. How few know how to deal 
with men, so as to get within them, and 
suit all our discourse to their several 
oonditions and tempers ; to choose the 
fittest subjects, and follow them with a 
bolj mixture of seriousness, terror, 
love, and meekness ? 

But undoubtedly this private applica- 
tion is implied in those solemn words of 
the apostle : "I charge thee before God 
and the Lord Jesus Christ, who shall 
judge the quick and the dead at his 
ippearing, preach the word : ha instant 
io season, out of season : reprove, re- 
buke, exhort, with all long-sufl'eriiig." 

O brethren, if we could but set this 
work on foot in all our soc\e\Ae%« ^tv\ 
proaecate it zealously, what gVot-j 'vrovM^

We must needs do 
this, were it only to avoid idleness. Do 
we not loiter away many hours in every 
week ? £ach try himself : no idleness

before, and he has obtained the appro- 
bation of, the annual conference. 

2. A local deacon shall be eligible 
to the office of an elder, after he lias 
preached four years from the time he 
was ordained a deacon, and has obtained 
A recommendation from the quartorlj 
oon/arence of wbkh Y\« \v^ «^ momiber

certifying his qualifications in doctrine, 
discipline, talents, and usefulness, signed 
by the president and countersigned by 
the secretary. He shall, if he cannot 
attend, send to the annual conference 
such recommendation, and a note certi- 
fying his belief in the doctrine and disci- 
pline of our Church — the whole being 
exm&ined by the annual conference, and 
if approved, he may be ordained. 

3. Every local elder, deacon, and 
preacher shall have his name recorded 
on the journal of the quarterly confer- 
ence of which he is a member, and also 
enrolled on a class paper, and meet in 
class, if the distance of his place of resi- 
dence from any class be not too great ; 
or in neglect thereof, the quarterly con- 
ference, if they judge it proper, may 
deprive him of his ministerial office. 

4. Whenever any elder, deacon, or 
preacher shall remove from one circuit 
or station to another, he shall procure 
from the presiding elder of U\q d\^\x\c\., 
or from the preacher havmg c\iaT\g6> ^ 
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certificate of his official standing in iha 
Church at the time of his TemoTal» wiUi* 
out which he shall not be reoeired as a 
local preacher in other places. 



CHAPTER in. 
SECTION I. 

Of the Reception qf Members into the 

Church. 

Quest How shall we prevent impro- 
per persons from insinuating themselves 
into the Church ? 

Ans. 1. Let none be admitted on trial, 
except they are well recommended by 
one you know, or until they have met 
twice or thrice in class. 

2. Read the rules to them the first 
time they meet. 

3. Let none he received into the 

Church, until tJiey are recommended by a 

leader with whom they have met at least 

bix months on trial, and Jtave been bap- 

fd^eti; and shall, on examinaiiyn ^ ths 
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minister in charge, before the Church, 
give satisfactory assurances both of the 
eorr$ebsess of thtir faith an3 their vnll- 
tngnsBS to 'observe and keep the rules of 
the Church. Nereriheless, if a member 
in good standing in any other orthodox 
Church shall desire to unite with us, 
mcL applicant may, by giving satisfac- 
tory answers to the usual inquiries, be 
rooeiYed at once into full fellowship. 



SECTION n. 
Of Class-meetinffs and Lone-feasts, 

Quest, 1. How may the leaders of 
classes be rendered more useful ? 

Ans. 1. Let each of them be dili- 
gently examined concerning his method 
of meeting a class. Let this be done, 
with all possible exactness, at least once 
a quarter. In order to this, take suf- 
ficient time. 

2. Let each leader carefully inquire 
how every soul of his clasa "(Toe^T^X 
aot only how each person ob%^rH%a ^iioi^ 
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outward rules, but how he grows in the 
knowledge and love of God. 

3. Let the leaders converse with those 
who have the charge of their circuits, 
frequently and freely. 

Quest. 2. Can anything more be done 
In order to make the class-meetings 
lively and profitable ? 

Ans. 1. Change improper leaders. 

2. Let the leaders frequently mee^ 
each other's classes. 

3. Let us observe which leaders are 
the most useful ; and let these meet the 
other classes as often as possible. 

4. See that all the leaders be not only 
men of sound judgment, but men truly 
devoted to God. 

Quest. 3. How often shall we permit 
those who are not of our Church to 
meet in cla^s ? 

Ans. At every other meeting of the 

class, in every place, let no stranger be 

admitted. At other times they may; 

but the same person not above twice or 

thrice. 
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Quesi 4. How often shall we permit 
strangers to be present at our love -feasts? 

Ans. Let them be admitted with the 
utmost caution ; and the same person on 
no account above twice or thrice, unless 
he become a member. 



SECTION 111. 
0/ the InatmcHon of Children. 

Quest. What shall we do for the rising 
generation ? 

Ans. 1. Let Sunday-schools be formed 
in all our congregations, where ten chil- 
dren can be collected for that purpose. 
And it shall be the especial duty of 
preachers having charge of circuits and 
stations, with the aid of the other 
preachers, to see that this be done ; to 
engage tlie co-operation of as many of 
our members as they can ; to visit the 
scliools as often as practicable ; to preach 
on the subject of Sunday-schools and 
religious instruction in each congra^<« 
tJoD at hut 0006 in six mo\il\>% \ \&\a^ 
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before the quarterly conference, at each 
quarterly meeting, to be entered on iti 
journal, a written statement of the num- 
ber and state of the Sunday-schools 
within their respectiye circuits and sta- 
tions, and to make a report of the same 
to their several annual conferences. 
Each quarterly conference shall be 
deemed a board of managers, having 
supervision of all the Sunday-schools 
and Sunday-school societies within its 
limits, and shall be auxiliary to the 
Sunday-school Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South ; and each 
annual conference shall report to said 
Society the number of auxiliaries within 
its bounds, together with other fiiots 
presented in the annual reports of the 
preachers, as above directed. 

2. It is recommended that each an- 
nual conference, where the general state 
of the work will allow, request the ap* 
pointment of a special agent, to travel 
throughout its bounds, for the purpose 
of pmnnotiug the inteieito ol ^xkda^- 
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schools ; and his expenses sliall be paid 
out of Collections which he shall be 
directed to make, or otherwise, as shall 
be ordered by the conference. And it 
8 recommended that, in all cases where 
•t can be done, our Sunday -schools con- 
tribute to the amount of at least one cent 
per quarter for each teacher and scholar. 
One-half of ^ the amount so collected in 
each school shall be appropriated for the 
purchase of tracts, to be distributed 
under the direction of the preachers and 
superintendents, and the other half shall 
be forwarded to the treasurer of the 
Sunday-school Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, for the pur- 
poses specified in the Constitution of 
tfaid Society. 

3. Let our catechisms be used as ex9 
tensively as possible, both in our Sunday- 
chools and femilies; and let the preach- 
ers faithfully enforce upon parents and 
Sunday-scliool teachers the jjreat impor* 
lan<;e of instructing children in tl\<i vio^» 
Urio«)s aad duties of our ho\y t^Yv^qtw.

It shall be tkq special duty of tl 
preachers to form Bible-olassesirhereT' 
tbey can, for the iDstrnotion of lai^

SECTION rv. 

Of Bapimn, 

1. Let every adult person, and the 
parents of every child to be baptized, 
have the choice either of immersion, 
sprinkling, or pouring. 

2. We will, on no account whatever, 
make a charge for administering bap- 
tism, or for burying the dead. 



SECTION V. 
Of the ZoriTs Supper, 

Quest, Are there any directions to be 
given concerning the administration of 
the Lord's Supper ? 

Am. 1. Let those who have scruples 
concerning the receiving of it kneeling, 
be permitted to receive it either stand- 
ing or sitting. 

£, No person shall h^ adm\\XA^\o^^QA 
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Lord's Supper among us who is guilty 
of any practice 'for wliioh we would 
exclude a member of our Church. 



SECTION VI. 
Of P^Uic Worship. 

Quest. 1. What directions shall be 
given for the establishment of uniformity 
in public worship among^us, on the 
Lord's day ? 

Ans, 1. Let the morning serrice con- 
sist of singing, prayer, the reading of a 
chapter out of the Old Testament, and 
another out of the New, and preaching. 

2. Let the afternoon service consist of 
singing, prayer, the reading of one or two 
chapters out of the Bible, and preaching. 

3. Let the evening service consist of 
singing, prayer, and preaching. 

4. But on the days of administering 
the Lord's Supper, the two chapters iii 
the morning service may be omitted. ' 

5. In administering the ordinances^ 
Mnd in the burial of t\\e d^sA, \^\. ^.Va 
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form of Discipline invariably be used. 
Lei the Lord's prayer also be used on 
all occasions of public worship in con* 
clading the first prayer, and the apostolic 
benediction, 2 Cor. ziii, 14, in dismissing 
tlie congregation. 

6. Let the society be niet, wherever 
it is practicable, on the Sabbath day. 

Quest. 2. How shall we guard against 
formality in singing ? 

Ans, 1. By choosing such hymns as 
are proper for the congregation. 

SL By not singing too much at once ; 
seldom more than five or six verses. 

3. By suiting the tune to the words. 

4. By often stopping short, and asking 
the people, " Now ! do you know What 
joa said last ? Did you speak no more 
than you felt ? " 

5. Do not sufier the people to sing too 
slow. This naturally tends to formality, 
and is brought in by Uioso who have 
either very strong or very vreak voices. 

6. In all our congrcgaUons let 0^ 
people ]0Bm to sing. 
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7. Recommend our tune book. And 
if you cannot sing yourself, choose a 
person or two at each place to pitch the 
tune for you. 

8. Exhort every person in the con- 
gregation to sing ; not <fce in ten only. 

9. Sing no hymns, of your own com- 
posing. 

10. If a preacher be present, let him 
alone give out the words. 

Qttest. 3. Is there not a great inde- 
cency sometimes practised among ns, 
viz : talking in the congregation before 
and after service ? How shall this be 
cured? 

Ans. Let all the ministers and preach- 
ers join as one man, and enlarge on the 
impropriety of talking before or after 
service ; and strongly exhort those that 
are concerned to do it no more. In 
three months, if we are in earnest, this 
vile practice will be banislit)d cut of 
every Methodist congregation. Let none 
stop till he has carried his point. 

^est, 4. Is there ^n^ ^T<A\^innoL %• 
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ihe rule, *'Let the men and K^omen sit 
apart ?*' 

Ans. There is no exception. Let them 
sit apart in all our churches. 



SECTION vn. 

0/ Marriage. 

Quest. 1. Do we observe any evi] 
which has prevailed in our Church with 
respect to marriage ? 

Ans. Many of our members have 
married with unawakened persons. This 
has produced bad effects: they have been 
either hindered for life, or have turned 
back to perdition. 

Quest. 2. What can be done to dis- 
courage this ? 

Ans. 1 . Let every preacher publicly 
enforce the apostle's caution, '' Be ye not 
uuequally yoked together with unbe- 
lievers/' 2 Cor. vi. 14. 

2. Let all be exhorted to take wo step 
ID so w«Mghty a matter, without advislw^ 
vHb ihe moat serioxxa of iheir bx^vXxx^u 
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QtieaL 3. Ought any womAn to nuuny 
without the consent of her parents ? 

Ans. In general she ought not. Tet 
there maj be. exceptions. For i( 1* A 
woman believe it to !5e her duty to 
marry; if, 2. Her parents ab^lutely 
refuse to let her marry any Christian : 
then she may, nay, ought to marry, 
without their consent Tet •reu then 
a Methodist preacher ouj^l not to be 
married to her. 

We do not prohibit our people from 
marrying persons who are not of our 
Church, provided such persons have the 
form, and are seeking the power of 
godliness ; but wo are determined to dis- 
courage their marrying persons who do 
not come up to this description. 



SECTION vra. 

0/ Dress. 
Quest. Should we insist on the rules 
j.^ncerning dress ? 
Ans, By all means. This is no timt 
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lo g^ve encouragement to superfluity of 
apparel. Therefore receive none into 
the Church till they have left off super- 
duous ornaments. Let every one who 
has charge of a circuit or station read 
Mr. Wesley's Thoughts upon Dress, at 
least once a year in erery society. In 
nsiting the classes, be very mild, but 
rery strict. Allow of no exempt case : 
better one suffer than many. 



CHAPTER IV. 

SECTION I. 

Oftki Administratian of the Discipline

Preaekere, 

Qiu9t. 1. What provision shall be made 
for the trial of a bishop, if he should be 
accused of serious imprudence or im- 
morality in the interval of the General 
Conference ? 

Ak9. If a bishop be accused of seriou* 
imprudenoe or of immorality, three trar- 
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eling elders shall call upon him and 
carefullj inquire i^to the case, and if 
aeoessary examine witnesses in proof of 
the guOt or innooence of the acouaedk 
and if they belioTe him gwltj of impm- 
dence of a serious charaoter, and he 
do not manifest penitenee^ and promise 
amendment^orif theybeUere him guilty 
of immoral oonduot, in either case they 
shall report the matter to another Inahop 
— if one be conyeniently near, and if 
not, then to a presiding elder — and it 
shall be his duty to summon together 
at some convenient place not less than 
twelve traveling elders, and also the 
witnesses by whom the accusation ii 
expected to be established^ and the said 
elders shall form a conference or tribmia] 
for the trial of the accused, in which the 
bishop or presiding elder, as the case 
may be, shall preside. And if two- 
thirds of the elders so assembled verily 
believe the accused bishop to be guilty 
of an offence requiring punishment, they 
tfbMll have power to «u»^nd, ot \ft%x?|fll

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him, as the case may require ; but nc 
'•Ijari^^f a'^jiinst a bishop shall be enter' 
lainod except it be made in writing, 
signed hj those who propose to establish 
it ; and a copy of the charge or accu- 
sation with the specifications shall be 
delivered to the accused bishop a suffi- 
cient length of time before the trial to 
enable him to make all necessary prepa- 
rations for hifl defence. And if the 
condemned bishop shall be dissatisfied 
with the verdict in his case, he shall have 
the right to appeal to the ensuing Gen- 
enil Conference, who shall finally decide 
the case upon the evidence furnished in 
the minutes of the trial before the infe- 
rior tribunal. 

Quest. 2. If a bishop cease from trav- 
eling at large among the people, shall he 
till exercise his episcopal office among 
5 in any degree ? 

Ans, If ho cease from traveling 
thout the consent of the General Con- 
iBce, he shall not thereafter exercise 
•piscopal office in our Church.

conference in person, or by his repre- 
sentative; and if he be located in his 
absence without having been previously

reconsider the matter for that purpose. 

Provided, nevertheless, that in all the 
above-mentioned cases of trial and con- 
riction, an appeal to the ensuing Gene- 
ral Conference shall be allowed, if the 
condemned person signify his intention 
to appeal at the time of his condemna- 

ion, or at any time thereafter when h« 

I informed thereof. 
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Ip all the aboyemiMitioMd mam, U 
shall be the &aij.ct&» mcMuj of ilia 
annual oonferenee to kaep feg«laraii» 
nvtea of the tnal, indnfiBgall the qaea* 
tioba proposed to Ihe vkaeaaaa, and 
their aoswen; tegeflier fnik the eriBie 
wkhwhioh the aoonaed ia ehaiged, the 
speoification, or apeoificaticHiaj and alao 
preserye all the doonmenli lelating to 
the oaae ; which minvtea and doeunonla 
only, in case of an appeal trGmllb% de- 
cision of an annual oon&reaoe. ahaU be 
presented to the General Oonferenoe, in 
evidence on the case. And in all caooo, 
when An appeal is made, and admitted 
by the General Conference, the appel- 
lant shall either state personally, or bj 
his representative, (who shall bea aaem- 
ber of the conference,) the gronnda of 
his appeal, showing cause why he ap- 
peals, and he shall be aUowed to makip 
his defence without interruption. After 
which the representatives of the annual 
conference from whose decision the 
Ap/Teal.is^iuade shaW b% igwtuiitllod la 
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respond in presence of the appellant, 
who shall have the priyilege of replying 
to such representatives, which shall 
close the pleadings on both sides. This 
done, the appellant shall withdraw, and 
the Qonferenoe shall decide. And after 
snch fiyrm of trial and expulsion, the 
person so expelled shall have no privi- 
lege of society or sacraments in onr 
Church, without confession, contrition, 
and proper trial. 

A preacher on trial who may be ac- 
cused of crime shall bo accountable to 
the quarterly conference of the circuit 
on which he travels. The presiding 
elder shall call a meeting of three local 
preachers, who may suspend him. And 
the quarterly conference may expel him. 
Nevertheless, he shall have the right to 
an appeal to the next annual conference. 

A supernumerary preacher who re- 
fuses to attend to the work assigned him, 
unless in case of sicknoRR, or other un- 
avoidable cause or causes, sli.ill not be 

allowed to exercise the functions of hi« 
9 
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office, nor even to preach among us ; 
neTertbeless, the final determicatioa of 
the case shall be with the anoual con- 
ference of which be is a member, who 
shall bave power to acquit, suspend, 
locate, or expel him, as the case may be. 

No deacon or elder who ceases to 
travel without the consent of the annual 
conference, certified under the hand of 
the president of the conference, except 
in case of sickness, debility, or oilier. 
unavoidable circumstances, shall, on any 
account, exercise the peculiar fuucdona 
of his office, or even be allowed lo 
preach among us; nevertheless, tba 
final determination in ali such case* ia 
with the annual conference. 

When any traveling elder or deacon 
is deprived of hm credentials, by ex- 
pulsion or otherwise, they shoU b« filed 
with the papers of the annual confereace 
of which be was a member ; and ebonld 
he at any future time give satistaotory 
evidence to said conference of bis amend* 
twnt, and procure a ccv<.t&c*>l« ol^fe^ 
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quarterly conference of the circuit or 
station where he resides, or of an annual 
conference who may have admitted him 
on trial, recommending to the annnal 
conference^f which he was a member for- 
merly, the restoration of his credentials, 
the said conference may restore them. 



SECTION n. 

0/ the Administration of the Discipline 
respecting Local Preachers, 

Quest. 1. What shall be done when a 
local elder, deacon, or preacher, is re- 
ported to be guilty of improper tempers, 
words, or actions ? 

Ane. The person so offending shall 
be reprehended by the preacher haying 
charge. Should a second transgression 
take place, one, two, or three faithful 
friends are to be taken as witnesses. If 
he be nol ihen cured, he shall be tried 
at the next quarterly coiifercnco, and if 
found guilty and impenitent, ho shall be 
expelled from the Cluirch. 
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Quest 2. Wliat sliall be doon when 
a local elder, deacon, or preacher, is 
reported to be guilty of some crime ex- 
pressly forbidden in the word of God, 
saf&cienC to exclude a person from the 
kingdom of grace and glory 1 

Ana. I. The preacher having charge 
shall call a committee consistingof thre* 
or more local preaohars, before whom il 
Bhall he the duty of the accused to appear, 
and by whom he shall be acquitted, or, 
if found guilty, suspeuded until the nest 
quarterly conference. And the preacher 
in charge shall cause exact minutes of 
tlie charges, testimony, and examination, 
together with the decision of the com- 
mittee, (o he laid before the quarterly 
conference, whore it shall be the duty of 
the accused to appear. And the presi- 
dent shall, at the commencement of the 
trial, appoint a secretary, who shall trite 
down regular minutes of the evidence 
of tiie trial ; which minutes, when tmuI 
and approved, shall be signed by th« 
prefidant, and also bj the mcmbun oC 
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the conference who are present, or a 
majority of them. 

And in case of condemnabion, the 
local preacher, deacon, or elder, shall^be 
allowed to appeal to the next annual con- 
ference, provided that he signify to the 
said quarterly conference his determina- 
tion to appeal; in which case the said 
president shall lay the minutes of the 
trial above mentioned before the said 
annual conference, at which the local 
preacher, deacon, or elder, so appealing, 
may appear ; and the said annual confer- 
ence shall judge, and finally determine 
from the minutes of the said trial, so laid 
before them. 

2. When a local elder, or deacon, shall 
be expelled, the presiding elder shall 
require of him the credentials of his 
'irdination, to be filed with the papers of 
tlie annual conference within the limits 
of which the expulsion has taken place. 
And should he, at any future time, pro* 
duce to the annual conference a certificate 
of hi« restoration, signed by the pred* 



rlent, nnrf couulersigned by the eeci*- 
tary of llie quarterly conference, his 
ciedentials may be restored to him. 



*■ SECTION m. 

Of the Administration of t}te DiieijiUm 

reipecting Memberi of tht Church. 

Quest. 1. What sball we do with 
those'members of our Church who will- 
fully and repeatedly neglect to meet tlieii 
class ? 

Ana. 1. Let the elder, deacon, or one 
of the preachers, visit them, whenever 
it is practicable, and explain to them the 
consequence, if they continue to neglect, 
viz., exclusion. 

3. If they do not amend, let him who 
lias the charge of the circnit or stAtton 
bi-ing their case before tlie society, or ■ 
select nnmber, before whom they shAll 
hiive been cited to appear ; and if they 
be fuund guilty of willful neglect, by the 
deciaioB of a majority of the mam ben, be- 
£aB wbtan their ctM iabiouf 
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be laid as.de, and let the preacher show 
that they are excluded for neglect of class 
meetings, and not for immoral conduct. 

On anj dispute between two or more 
of the members of our Ohuroh, concern- 
ing the payment of debts, or oflierwise, 
which cannot be settled by the parties 
concerned, the preacher who has the 
charge of the circuit or station shall in- 
quire into the circumstances of the case; ' 
and shall recommend to the contending 
parties a reference, consisting of one 
arbiter chosen by the plaintiff, and an- 
other chosen by the defendant ; which 
two atbiters so chosen shall nominate 
the third : the three arbiters being mem- 
bers of our Church. 

Bui if one ci the parties be dissat- 
isfied with the judgment given, such 
ptrty may apply to the ensuing quarterly 
conference of the circuit, for allowance 
to hare a ieeond arbitration appointed ; 
and if the quarterly conference 
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jarty shall choose two arbiters, aad the 
four arbiters Bhall choose a fifth, the 
judgment of the majority of whom shall 
be final ; aod any person refusing to 
abide by Gucb judgment shall be ex- 
oluded the Church. 

And if any member of our Church 
a)iall refuse, in cases of debt or oUier 
- .disputes, to refer the matter to arblm- 
tion, wlien recommended by him who 
has the charge of the circuit, or shall 
euler into a Jawiiuit with another mem- 
ber before these measures are taken, ha 
k shall be expelled, unless the case be of 
such a nature as to require and justify a 
process at law. 

The preachers wlio have the oTersight 
of circuits are required to execute all 
our rules fully and strenuously against 
all frauds, and particularly againai dls- 
honest insolvencies ; aufferiug uoue to 
remain iu the Church on any account 
who are found guilty of any fraud. 
^ To prevent scandal, when any of our 
i Jail in buuuc&%, ui cvaJiaBi 
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debts which they are not able to pay, 
let two or three judicious members of 
the Church inspect the accounts, con- 
tracts, and circumstances of the case of 
the supposed delinquent ; and if he have 
behaved dishonestly, or borrowed money 
without a probability of paying, let him 
be expelled. 

Whenever a complaint is made agaii|0 
any member of our Church for noH-' 
payment of debt ; when the accounts are 
adjusted, and the amount ascertained, 
the preacher having the charge shall 
call the debtor before a committee of at 
least three, to show cauas why he does 
not make payment. The committee shall 
determine what further time shall be 
granted him for payment, and what 
security, if any, shall be given foi 
payment; and in case the debtor re- 
fuses to comply, he shall be expelled; 
but in such case he may appeal to the 
quarterly conference, and their dec'sion 
shall be final. And in case the creditor 
complaina that justice is pot done him, 
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be may lay his grievance before tba 
I quarterly confereuce, and their decision 
shall be linal ; and if the creditor refosfl 
to comply, he shall be expelled. 

Quest. S. How sbalt an accused mem- 
ber be brought to trial ? 

Ans. 1. Before the aooiety of which 
he is a member, or a select nnmber of 
tbem, in the preseoce of a bishop, elder, 
deacon, or preacher, in the following 
j manner : — Let ihe accused and the ac- 
cuser be brought face to face ; btil if 
t this cannot be done, let the next best 
< Qvicieuce be procured. If the accused 
person be found guilty by ihe decisum 
of a majority of [ho members before 
whom he is brought to trial, and th» 
crime be such as is expressly forbidden 
l>y the word of Qod, EufQoient to exclude 
II person from the kingdom of grace and 
glory, let the minister or preacher who 
has the charge of Uie circuit expel him. 
If the accused peraon evade a Irint, by 
absenting himself, after sufficient noUc* 
g-i'ton hiui, and the uiTcn-vi<«A.iic«% «i&|^^ 
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accusation bo strong and presumptive, 
let him be esteemed as guilty, and be 
accordingly excluded. Witnesses from 
without shall not be rejected. 

2. But in case of neglect of duties of 
any kind, imprudent conduct, mduljs^g 
sinful tempers, or words, or disobedience 
to the order and discipline of the Church: 
First, let private reproof be given by a 
preacher or leader ; and if there be an 
acknowledgment of the fault, and proper* 
humiliation, the person may be borne 
with. On a second offence, the preacher 
or leader may take one or two faithful 
friends. On a third ofG^nce, let the case 
be brought before the society, or a select 
number, and if there be no sign of real 
humiliation, the offender must be cut off. 

3. If a member of our Church shall 
be clearly convicted of endeavoring to 
sow dissension in any of our sooietieiy 
by inveighing against either our doc- 
trines or discipline, such person so of- ' 
fending shall be first reproved by the 
■enior minister or preacher of his cir- 
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cuit, and, if he persist io such pernicioos 
practices, ho shall be expelled &om Lhe 
Church. 

4. Nevertheless, if in any of the above- 
mentioned oases the minister or preacher 
differ in judgment from a majority of 
the society, or the select number, oon- 
ceming the innocence or guilt of the 
accuafid person, the trial, in such case, 
may be referred by the minister or 

' preacher to the ensuing quarterly cod- 
ference. 

5. If there he a murmur or complaint 
from any excluded person, in any of 
the aboTe-meuldotied instances, that jus- 
tice has not been done, be shall be 

..Bllowed an appeal to the next quarterly 
conference : except such as absent tbein- 
selves from trial, afl«r sufficient notice is 
given ihem ; aad the majority of the 
traveling and local preachers, exhortere, 
stewards, and leaders present, shall SnaBy 
" determine Uie case. " 

After such forms of trial and expol- 
JUOt each persons shiAi ^>>\b ia V||^h 
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leges of society or of sacraments in our 
Church, without contrition, confession, 
and proper trial.

2. In order more effectually to pre- 
rent our people from contracting debts 
which they are not able to discharge, it 
shall be the duty of the quarterly con- 
ference of every circuit and station, 
where it is contemplated to build a 
house or houses of worship, to secure 
the ground or lot on which such house 
or houses are to be built, according to 
our deed of settlement, which deed must 
be legally executed ; and also said quar- 
terly conference shall appoint a judicious 
committee of at least three members of 
our Church, who shall form an estimate 
of the amount necessary to build ; and 
three-fourths of the money, according to 
such estimate, shall be secured or sub* 
scribed before any such building shall 
be commenced. 

3. In all cases where debts for build* 
tng houses of iforship have been, or 
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lUfty be, incurrtd contrary to, or in 
disregard of, the above recommendation, 
our members and friends are requesied 
to diacoante nance, by dealining pei:u- 
niary aid to all agents who shall travsl 
abroad beyond their own oircnits or 
districts for the collection of funds tor 
the discharge of snob debts ; except in 
Biich peculiar cases as may be approrml 
by an annual conference, or such agcaV 
as may be appointed by their authority. 
4. In future, we will admit do char- 
ter, deed, or conveyance, for any boiua 
of worship to be used by us, unlets it 
be provided in such ebarlor, deed, oi 
conveyance, that the trustees of aaiii 
house shall at all lintea permit »uch 
ministers and preachers belonging lo 
the UelhodJKt Episcopal Church, Soutli.

Quest. 2. What shall be done for the 
security of our preaching houses, and 
the premises belonging thereto ? 

Ans. Let the following plan of a deed 
of settlement be brought into effect in 
all possible cases, and as £Eir as the laws 
of the States respectively will admit of 
it. But each annual conference is au- 
thorised to make such modification in the 
deeds as they may find the differs At 
usages and customs of law require in the 
different states and territories, so as to 
secure the premises firmly by deed, and 
permanenUy to the Methodist Episcopal

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SECTION III. 
Of Parsonages, 

Qu$iL What advice or direction shall 
be given conoeming the building or 
renting of dwelling houses for the use 
of the married traveling preachers? 

An8. It is recommended to the travel- 
ing preachers to advise our friends in gen- 
eral to purchase a lot of ground in each 
circuity and to build a preacher's house 
thereon, and to furnish it with, at least, 
heavy iumiture, and to settle the same on 
trustees appointed by the quarterly con- 
ference, according to the deed of settle- 
ment published in our form of Discipline. 

2. The General Conference recom- 
mend to all the circuits, in cases where 
they are not able to comply with the 
above request, to rent a house for the 
married preaoher and his family, (when 
buch are staUoned upon their circuits 
respectively,) and that the annual con* 
ferences do assist to make up the rents 
of such houses as far as they can, wljen 
the circuit cannot do it.

Promded, neverthel&BS, That if 
the said trustees, or any of them, or 
their successors have advanced, or shall 
advance, any sum or sums of money, 
or are or shall be responsible for any 
sum or sums of money, on account of 
the said premises, and they the said 
trustees, or their successors, be obliged 
to pay the said sum or smns of money, 
they, or a majority of them, shall be

25. Out of the moneys' so colleoted, .

where he might, in the judgment of the 
annual conference, have obtained his full 
quarterage, if he had applied for it ; and 
if at any conference there remain a sur- 
plus after making up all such allowances, 
the conference shall send such surplus 
forward to that conference they judge to 
be the most necessitous. 

26. Every annual conference has full 
liberty to adopt and recommend such 
plan& and rules as to them may appear 
necessary the more effectually to raise 
supplies for the respective allowances. 
Each annual conference is authorized to 
raise a fund, if they judge it proper, 
subject to its own. control, and under 
such regulations as theix m'^^oxa xsiv^

27. It shall b« the duty of 
aual conference to take measa 
year to year, to laiae moneys 
circuit and atation within its he 
the relief of its necessitooa sn 
sted and sapernnmerary mioisl 
owe, and orphans. And the o< 
shall annually appoint a c<»ni 
estimate the several snms sea 
be allowed for the exira ex;

SECTION VIL 
Support of jyRsiions, 

1. The Constitution of the Missionary 
Society is as follows : 

Articls I. This association, denomi- 
nated, " The Missionary Society of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South/' is 
established for the purpose of affording 
to the several annual conferences of said 
Church, the facilities of a common or- 
ganization, under the control of the 
General Conference, for carrying on 
their missionary labors, at home and in 
foreign countri'?s. 

>»T. 11. Th«- |).'ivin««nt of two dollars 
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ftnnnailly Ehall constitute a member o' 
the society; and the paymeiil of twenty 
dollars at one time, a member for life. 

Art. III. The officers of this society 
ehall consist of a president, ten rica 
ptesidents, a secretary, a treasurer and 
three assistant treasurers, one of whom 
shall reside in Charleston, 8. C, one in 
"Sew Orleans, La., and one in St.Louu, 
Mo., which officers, together witJi six- 
teen manag;ers, shall form a board for 
the transaction of business. They shall 
all be members of the Uethodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, and shall be an- 
nually elected by the society, except the 
secretary, treasurer, and assistant treas- 
urers, who sliall fte elected by the Oen- 
3iat Conference. 

Art. IV. The board shall have au- 
thority to make by-laws for reguUting 
its own proceedings; U> apprcprial* 
money to defray incidental ezpeusea; to 
provide fur the support of suporaunu- 
•led miasionaries, and witlowa and oT- 
phtu* of mb^iouamB, '«W tnvj «oi b« 
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providod for by any annual coaference; 
(it being understood tbat ihej sh^tll not 
receive more thftn is allowed by the Di 
ciplima to other superaanuated minis- 
lers, widows, and orpbans;) andtoprlu 
books for the Indian, German, D( 
liu, and Foreign Missions ; and sliall 
present a statement of its tranKactions 
and funds to the society at each of its 
annual meetings, and shall also fay 
before tbe General Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, a 
report of all its transactions, and a 
fliatement of its funds up to some con- 
venient day, near, and prior to, the lima 
of holding tlie General Conference. 

Akt. V. The annual meeliog for ibe 
election of officers and managers shall 
be held in Nashville, Tennessee, on tlie 
ihird Monday in April. 

Akt. VI. Al all meetings of the so- 
oiely. the president, or, in his absence, 
one of tbe vice presidents, or, in thoir 
abiieniie, n member appointed bj l^m 
mMling, Bhall pn-side. ^^^ 
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Aet. VU. Tirentj meniban m( kO 
meetings 9^ tiie wocMtf, and nine at all 
meetings of tibe board of managen, shall 
be a quorum. 

Art. YUL The minuiea of aaeh meet- 
iQg shall be signed by the presiding 
officer and the seerstary. 
. Art. IX. -It is reoemmended that 
each annual ooirfnence establiah a oon- 
fereDce^missionaiy society, auxiliary to 
this institationy under such regulations 
as they shall seyetaHy adOpt» or the 
General Conference order. Each cod- 
forence society shall annually transmit 
to the secretary of this society at l^ash- 
ville, Tenn., a copy of its annual report, 
embracing the operations within it^ 
bounds, and shall also notify the treas- 
urer of tlie amount of funds available 
for the missionary cause, which amoun*. 
shall be subject to the order of tlso 
iHiasurer of this society. 

Art. X. The Virginia, Western Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
(Ti'ui'i^ia, Florida aud llol&toa confer- 
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ences ahull constitute tlie Eastern Mis- 
sionary district : the Akbnnia, Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana, Texas, East Tolas, 
Pacific, Arkansas and Wacliifa ooafer- 
ences, tlie South -western Missionary 
district: the Kentucky. Louisville, Ten- 
nessee, Mempliis, St. Louis, Missouri, 
IndUn Mission and Kansas UissioQ con- 
ferences, the North-western Missionary 
district. There shall be an annual 
anCumDal meeting of the bishops and 
board of managers, wlien tbey shall make 
the appropriations for the year ensuing; 
determine what fields shall be accepted 
or continued for foreign missions, and 
the number of persons to be employed 
in each ; estimate the sums necessary 
lor the support of each mission ; fix the 
unount which may be drawn for during 
Qie year, and the divisioa of said amount 
^tween the foreign and domealio nus- 
■ion» ; and &l«o determine the amount 
for which each of the bishops shall j 
draw for the domestic missions of th^ 

annf*fMnAtta nvitr vlilnli ha i 
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and beyond which he shall not be al 
liberty to ttiaw. 

Art. XI. The rams allowed for the 
support of UdBsionarieg shall not exoeod 
the usual allowance of other itineniit 
ministers. The bishop, or president of 
the conferenoe« if the misskm be do- 
mestio, and the snperintendent, where 
there is one, and if not» the ausskmaiy. 
if the mission be foreign, shall draw on 
the treasarer for fhe allowance in quar- 
terly or half-yearly instalments. And 
they shall always promptly notify the 
treasurer of all drafts made by them, 
and shall require quarterly communica- 
tions to be made by each of the mis- 
sionaries, or from each mission, to the 
secretary at Nashville, Tenn., giving 
information of the state and prospecta 
of the missiona in which they are seve- 
rally employed. No one shall be ac- 
knowledged as a missionary, or shaJ 
receive support from the funds of thf 
society, who has not some deiinite fieli^ 
o( labor assigned \iVin, ox <»sKiW ^u^ Va 
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an effective Isborer on a circuit, except 
as provided for ia the fourth article. 

Art. XU. In all cases of tlie appotnt- 
nunt of a missionary, the came of such 
missionary, and the district in which he 
is to labor, together with tbe probable 
expenses of tbe mission, shall be com- 
municated to the treasurerof thissociety, 
that a proper record of the same may 
be preserved. 

Ajit. XIII. Tbe secrolary shall reside 
at the place where the society ia located, 
but may be a member of any one of tho 
annual conferences with the approbation 
of the bishops. It shall be hia duty to 
journalize tbe proceedings of the socia^ 
and of the board, and to conduct their 
correspondence ; to adTise the board of 
any matters which he may conceive 
important ; to travel as &ir as praoti- 
oable, through the connection, visiting 
the annual conferences, and Ind'an mis- 
sions, promoting the inli^i^sts uf tlie 
■ooiely — to give the miBsionarits any 
Jifbnnatjon that may he deam^d necis 
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sary : to prepare and famisli for pubti- 
cation in the Church papers, monthly, 
an abstract of the proceedings of the 
board, and condensed accounts of the 
missionary work ; and, furthermore, it 
shall be his duty to attend to ail the 
business of the society with the Groyem- 
ment of the United States in relation to 
schools which have been, or may here- 
after be committed to its oare in the 
Indian country by the Department of 
the Interior or Commissioner of Indian 
affairs ; and it shall be his duty also to 
prepare and superintend the publication 
of the annual reports of the society, 
under the direction of the board of 
managers. His salary shall be appointed 
by the board of managers. 

Art. XIV. The treasurer and assis- 
tant treasurers shall hold all funds of 
this society in their possession, in safe 
deposit with such institutions as the 
board may advise : which deposits shall 
be made by them as officers of the so- 
ciety and subject lo l\\^\x dw.{t5 as such

Abt. XV. In case of vacancy oc- 
casioned by deatb, resignation, or other- 
wiM in Uie board of managers, the 
board kLiLI have power to fill such 
vacancy ; in case of vacancy by death, 
resignation, or otherwise in the offica 
of th« secretary, treasurer, or assistant 
treasurer, the vacancy shall be filled by 
the board of nuLDBgera, by and with 
tha advice and consent of one or more 
of the bishops, until the ensuing General 
Conference.

9. tn all places where drafts are drawn 
in fsTor of any mission, if there be funds 
in the possession of any confei«oce mis- 
sionary sociaty, where sucli misaioo bc- 
lunjfs, the driifls fur the support of the 
mi^aioti shall he paid from said funds, 
for ODe quarter, or more, at the discretiica 
of the bishop. 

10. It shall be the duty of the buhopt

SECTION Tm. 

Of the Puhlication of Bookg and Peri- 

odieals. 

1. There shall be a book establishment 
at the city of NsahTille, Tetinessee, fof 
the purpose of manufacturing and puh- 
, lishing books, ta be called the Publish- 
ififf House of the Metliodist Episcopal 
Church, South, and be under the control 
of two agents, and a oomniittee, to be 
called the book committee. 

3. The object of this institution ahall 
be to advance the cause of Protestant 
Christianity, by disseminating, religious 
knowledge and useful literary and scien- 
tiiic information, in the form of cheap 
books, tracts, and periodicals. 

3. Tlie agents shall receive all the 
funds of the Cburrii, kmivrn us the book 
fund, and be responsible to tl:e General 
Conference, for Ibe prudewV. a.■^■5\^tt■si^^s.■^• 
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and safe management of the same, under 
the general direction of the Conference. 
They shall make an annual exhibit to 
the several annual conferences, and a 
full and detailed account of the state and 
progress of the business, to the General 
Conference. 

4. The agents are authorized to in- 
vest, of these funds, from time to time, 
as the business may require, in grounds, 
houses, and fixtures, a sum not exceed- 
ing, in the next four years, 875,000. 
The joint concurrence, however, of the 
college of bishops formally given, after 
free and full consultation, and confer- 
ence with the agents and book com- 
mittee, may authorize a further invest- 
ment. 

5. The agents shall proceed immedi- 
ately to supply, as far as practicable, the 
(iomand of the church for books, tracts, 
and periodicals : availing themselves of 
all the fiicilities of oilier establishments, 
for ilieir publication at the cheapest rates; 
and in all i»kveslm^\iV& lox \}afe xs^Asvufac* 
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turino: of books, and ih tho manufacture 
of books, they are required to goveri 
themsdlves striotlyr by the principles cA 
economy, in view of the ultimate per 
manent establbhment of the Publishing 
House. 

6. The books shall be sold at a price 
suflScient to cover prime cost, rates of 
discount to wholesale purchasers, the al- 
lowances of our bishops, and a reasona- 
ble advance to sustain the business of 
the institution, without hazard of loss 
or material increase of profit 

7. There shall be a committee of five, 
three of whom shall be resident at Nash- 
ville, to be called the book committee. 
No permanent investment of the book 
fund shall be made by the agents, with- 

^out their approbation. They shall giv# 
advice to the agents on all matters of 
general interest, whenever consulted 
They shall fix the allowances of th* 
Agents and resident editors, fill vacan- 
cies in their own board, and, ^\\}ci >^^ 

m^jice of the bishops, fiV\ ^rafiscac^w^ ^^

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the agency, aod in tie corps of resident 
editors. 

• 8. There sliall be an editor for lh« 
Qiiarterly Beview, lo be published at 
Richmond, Virginia, by the sgenta. 
There sliall be an editor for the Lady's 
Companion and Sunday School Visitor ; 
and an editor for Sabbath school books, 
tracts, and the books of the general cata- 
logue. 

9. There shall be a depository nt wek 
of the following places, under tha gn-

Louis, Galveston, Louisville, UenjAiii 
and San Francisco : Provided thit ftl 
agents and book comnuttoe ahalt be wUh 
isfied that said depositories will be |H«f ^ 
ably sustained, and shall furtbemei* 
have authority to discontinue any one of 
the same, when they shall find it lo bi 
injurious to the interests of tlie oiboen. 

10. T^re shall bo an editor fereMk
